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Selectmen’s Report 


This has been an unusual year for our town. The build- 
ing of the new school house and hall and rebuilding same 
which was nearly destroyed by fire when completed, has re- 
quired a large number of orders to be drawn by the select- 
men. After the burning of the school house in January, 1908, 
a special town meeting was called and it was voted to buy 
the lot of the Vermont Marble Co. upon which the store 
formerly stood, also a committee of nine, the Selectmen, 
School Directors, M. L. Thomas, P. C. Hulihan and F. A. 
Gorton, was appointed to build a school house and town hall. 
After some unavoidable delays the building was practically 
completed in October, when it was nearly destroyed by fire. 
The building was rebuilt and school began in the new rooms 
January 4. About one year after the old building was 
burned we received insurance on the building, $5,159.80. 

When application was made to the Insurance Company 
to insure the building the second time they refused to take 
another risk on it. They said there have been three fires on 
this lot, two were incendiary, and the Town is doing noth- 
ing to discover the guilty party. This, with the fact that 
parties were suspected, convinced us, after consultation with 
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some other men of the town, that something must be done. 
We employed a detective from the Pinkerton Detective 
Agency of New York to come here and work on the case- 
This man was here for about two months, but could not get 
the proof we were after. The expense of this was $430.

At the end of the spring term Miss Williams resigned 
and Miss Gwendolen Roberts was engaged for the Dyer 
school. 

It was expected that the new building then being erected 
at the Center would be ready for use in September, but it 
was not completed until later. A few days before we in- 
tended to open the schools in this new structure, it was so 
damaged by fire that another long wait was necessary. The 
barn, which was used for a school room in the spring term, 
was again engaged and Miss Frances McCormack secured as 
primary teacher. She gave instruction to half of the primary 
children in the forenoon and to the other half in the after- 
noon. This was the best arrangement that could be made 
for them. Rooms in tenement houses were engaged for the 
Grammar and Intei mediate schools, so that the schools were 
opened in these places October 26th and continued until the 
present new building was opened for use January 5, 1909. 
As the primary school was too large for one teacher, Miss 
Bridget Burke of Castleton was engaged for the second grade. 
September 14th a school was opened in the Post District by 
Mr. Beebe, which was continued until January 15th, when it 
was closed by him. Miss Olive Robinson taught during this 
short term.

It is almost unnecessary to state that the school work in 
Center Rutland has been carried on under great disadvan- 
tages, and the work of the pupils cannot be expected to be 
what we might look for under better conditions.

CONSOLIDATION.

I suggest that consideration be given to the advisability 
of consolidating the schools now located at Mill Village, 

Cheney, Post and Pennock districts, into a modern two-room 
building, to be located at some convenient place, — for in- 
stance, near the chapel. Children from a distance could be 
transported to such a school. The smaller children would 
be given in charge of a teacher prepared for primary work, 
and the older children to a grammar school teacher. The 
advantages of such consolidation would be many. This is a 
matter for consideration and discussion. 

REPAIRS 

If the Cheney school is to be retained, repairs which 
were suggested in my last report should be made: namely, 
the room enlarged by the removal of the present partition be- 
tween the entry and school room, and the addition of a good 
sized vestibule made to the present structure. The room is 
too small for the present number of pupils ( 33 ), a new floor 
and additional blackboard space is needed. 

I recommend that a change be made at the Dyer school- 
house, so that the closets may be entered from the outside. 

At present the entrance to the girls* closet is from the school 
room through a small entry where the school books are kept. 

The odor from the closet is noticed in the school room when- 
ever the door into the entry is opened. 

The school house at Mill Village is in good repair. 

IN GENERAL 

I have made about seventy-five visits during the past 
year. One teachers’ meeting has been held at the Mill 

Village schoolhouse. The “Parents’ Day” exercises held in 
the various schools have been well attended. Several cases of 
non-attendance have been reported to the truant officer. Two 
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cases of non-attendance have been investigated by me, with- 
out reporting to the truant officer. I hear from time to time 
of children who should be in school, but the several teachers 
and myself have no means of knowing what pupils should be 
enrolled, except the list of children which the law says shall 
be furnished each teacher by the school clerk. The law is 
clear upon the subject of attendance upon school, and upon 
provision for school advantages for such as may wish to at- 
tend. There are at present, I am told, several children not 
now in school. I earnestly hope this matter may claim 
your early attention. 

That the Board of School Directors may be kept in 
closer touch with the work of the schools, I recommend that 
regular meetings be held, at which time your superintendent 
can report upon the work and needs of the schools. 

Twelve pupils took the examination required by law for 
“free tuition” in some high school. Eight received their 
certificates, and all, 1 think, entered the Rutland High School, 
and are in attendance there at present.
